The sinking of the Maine is not tbe 
first occasion which has led to diplomatic 
negotiations between Spain and tbe Uni- 
ted States. There is the Virginius affair, 
now frequently referred to, one that 
should have taught American diplomats 
lesson in dealing with the wily Dons, 
and which developed incidents that show 
three Nations act in a crisis On 
October 31st, 1873, tbe Spanish steamer 
Tornado seized on the high seas tbe s 
Tirgioius, flying the American Flag, 
the ground that it intended to land men 
and arms in Cubs for the insurgent army 
Four Cubans found among the psssen- 
gers were shot on November 4th. Sev- 
eral days later the Captain and a Urue 
number of Americans were executed. 

President Grant at once demanded 
reparation. On November Hth the Span 
isb Minister of State assured General 
Sickles, the American Minister, that no 
official demand would be necessary on 
tbe part of tbe United States, that Spain 
would at once take up the queation and 
decide It. But Spain soon drop|>ed tbe 
cloak and sought relief in technicalities 
During this time there was an exchange 
of letters that reminds one of the De 
e incident. It is suggestive today to 
read the letter of bluff General Sickles to 
Secretary Fish when he discovered the 
plicity of Spain's diplomats 
"The fact that Spain holds one attitude 
here," wrote the gallant soldier and di

In tbe 
crew of the Virginius was an Irishman, 
who with the rest was baslilv court-mar 
tialed and condemned He sent for the 
British Consul and convinced him of his 
I British citizenship Tbe time of execu 
tion was but a few hours distant and 
promptness was necessary. The con 
demned were led out to be executed; the 
fi e of soldiers was drawn up, when tbe 
dapper and insignificant looking British 
Consul demanded of the commandant 
that tbe Irishman be taken from tbe line 
and turned over te bim. The request 
was refused; in a flash the Consul whip- 
ped from his pocket a small British flait, 
advanced between the soldiers and the 
condemned and fastened it on tbe Irish- 
man.
